Facilitate the Sale, Partition, and Exchange of 
Lands by the Court of Chancery in Ireland, and 
the Recovery of Monies secured by Recognizance 
in the said Court.

W HEREAS it is expedient that such Povvers as are herein 
contained should be given to the Court of Chancery in 
Ireland, to enable it to effect Sales, Partitions, and 
Exchanges of Lands : Be it therefore enacted by the Queen’s most 
5 Excellent Majesty, by and with the Advice and Consent of the Lords 
Spiritual and Temporal, and Commons, in this present Parliament 
assembled, and by the Authority of the same, That — 

I. When any Estate in Land in Leland shall be liable to be sold, 
it shall be lawful for the Owner, or any Incumbrancer or other Person 
10 entitled to have a Sale of such Estate, to apply to the Coui't of 
Chancery in Ireland, by Petition, under the Provisions of the Act 
passed in the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Years of the Reign of Her 
present Majesty, Chapter Eighty-nine, and of this Act, for a Sale of 
such Estate. 
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II. Upon the Presentation of any such Petition as aforesaid It 
shall be lawful for the Court of Chancery to order that a Sale of all 
or any Part of such Estates shall be had, upon being satisfied that 
Notice has been duly given to such Person or Persons and in such 
Manner as the Court shall by any General Order direct, and upon 5 
hearing all such Parties as shall appear before it. 

III. When the Court shall made any such Order for a Sale, it shall 
be lawful for the Master to whom the Matter shall be referred to 
make such Inquiries and such Orders and give such Directions in 
relation to the Relief sought by such Petition, as the Case may require, 1 0 
subject, however, to any General Orders to be made by the Court 
pursuant to the Provisions herein-after contained, and for that Purpose 
the Master shall have the same Jurisdiction, Authority, and Discre- 
tion, and the same Power to make Orders, and otherwise to act in and 
about the Matter, as the Masters of the Court now have and exercise 15 
with respect to Petitions presented under the Fifteenth Section of the 
said Act passed in the Thirteenth and Fourteenth Years of the Reign 

of Her present Majesty, Chapter Eighty-nine. 

IV. Where the Court of Chancery shall make any such Order 
for Sale as aforesaid, it shall, so far as it may deem necessary for 20 
the Purpose of such Sale, ascertain the Tenancies of the occupying 
Tenants, and of any Lessees or Underlessees whose Tenancies, 
Leases, or Underleases affect the Estate, or the Part thereof intended 

to be sold, and may give such Notices and make or cause to be 
made such Inquiries as it shall think necessary for ascertaining and 2.5 
securing the Rights of such Tenants, Lessees, or Underlessees as 
aforesaid ; and all occupying Tenants, and ail Persons being or 
claiming to be Lessees or Underlessees as aforesaid, shall, at such 
Times and Places as the Court may by Notices require, produce 
all Leases, Underleases, and Agreements in Writing under which 30 
such Persons or Tenants occupy or claim to hold, if such Leases, 
Underleases, or Agreements, or Counterparts thereof, he in their 
Possession or Power, and where they occupy or claim to hold under 
Leases or Agi'eements in Writing not in their Possession or Power, 
or under Parol Agreements or Lettings, they shall deliver, at such 35 
Times and Places as aforesaid, Particulars of the Terms and Con- 
ditions upon and subject to which they occupy or claim to hold; 
and the Sale shall be made subject to the Tenancies, Leases, or 
Underleases ascertained as aforesaid, and subject to w’hich the 
Owner or Incumbrancer applying for a Sale under this Act shall 40 
be Owner or Incumbrancer, and such other of the Tenancies, Leases, 
and Underleases ascertained as aforesaid as shall appear to the 
Court to have been gi'anted bona fide by the Owner or Person in 
. . possession 
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possession or in receipt of the Rents and Profits, and subject to 
which it shall appear to the Court the Sale should be made ; and, 
where the Court shall think fit, such Sale shall be made subject 
to any Leases, Underleases, or Tenancies according to any general 
5 Description, or subject to any Condition concerning any Leasesj 
Underleases, or Tenancies the Nature of which shall not have been 
ascertained or shall be disputed ; and, where the Court shall see fit, 
such Sale shall be made subject to any apportioned Part of any 
annual Charge affecting the Estate so sold, or Part thereof. 

iO V. The Conveyance or Assignment of any Land or Lease, or Part Execution 
thereof, sold pursuant to this Act, shall be signed by One of the ane^T'^he 
Masters of said Court, and the Execution by any other Party of Master to le 
such Conveyance or Assignment shall be unnecessary ; and such sufficient. 
Conveyance or Assignment shall express or refer to the Tenancies, 

15 Leases, and Underleases, if any, and Charge, if any, subject to which 
the Sale is made, and may be in the Form contained in the Schedule 
to this Act, or to the like Effect, with such Limitation of Uses and 
other Additions or Variations as, with the Approval of the Master, 
the Purchaser may direct. 

20 VI. Every such Conveyance executed as aforesaid by the Master Effect of 
upon the Sale of Lands shall be effectual to pass the Fee Simple and Assurance. 
Inheritance of or other Estate in the Lands thereby expressed to be 
conveyed, subject to such Tenancies, Leases, and Underleases as 
shall be expressed or referred to therein as aforesaid, but, save as 
25 aforesaid, and as herein-afeer provided, discharged from all former 
and other Estates, Rights, Titles, Charges, and Incumbrances what- 
soever of Her Majesty, Her Heirs and Successors, and of all other 
Persons whomsoever ; and every such Conveyance or Assignment 
executed by the Blaster upon the .Sale of any Lease shall be effectual 
30 to pass the Estate created or agreed to be created by such Lease, 
and then remaining unexpired, subject to the Rents and Covenants 
annexed to the Reversion expectant on the Determination of such 
Lease, and to such Tenancies, Leases, or Underleases as shall be 
expressed or referred to in sucb Conveyance or Assignment, but, 

35 save as aforesaid, and as herein-after provided, discharged from all 
Rights, Titles, Charges, and Incumbrances whatsoever affecting the 
Leasehold Estate or Interest; provided that where any Land or 
Lea.se, or Part thereof, shall be sold, subject to any annual Chai-ge or 
apportioned Part thereof, such annual Charge, or such apportioned 
40 Part thereof only, as the Case may be, shall remain and be charged 
on and payable out of such Land or Lease, or Part thereof, as in the 
Conveyance or Assignment shall be expressed.

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VII. Provided always, That any such Conveyance or Assignment 
as aforesaid shall not prejudice or affect any Right of Common or 
any Right of Way or other Easement, or any Rentchavge in lieu 
of Tithes, Crown Rent, or Quit Rent charged upon or issuing out of 
any Land, or any Charge made by virtue of an Act passed in the 5 
Fifth and Sixth Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Eighty-nine, and 
the Acts amending the same, or by virtue of an Act passed in the 
Tenth and Eleventh Years of Her Majesty, Chapter Thirty-two, 
save where the Court shall think fit to redeem the Crown Rents or 
Quit Rents, or to pay off or redeem the Charges, under the said 10 
Acts or either of them, and shall express in such Conveyance or 
Assignment that the Laud conveyed or assigned thereby is so 
conveyed or assigned discharged of all Crown Rents or Quit 
Rents or Charges under the said Acts or either of them, as the 
Case may be, and in such Case such Land shall be so discharged 15 
accordingly. 

VIII. Where a Part only of any Land or Lease subject to any 
Incumbrance or Charge is sold, it shall be lawful for the Court to 
charge the Part not sold with such Incumbrance or Charge, or an 
apportioned Part thereof, in exoneration of the Money arising from 20 
the Sale, and to enable or authorize Persons to release the Money 
arising from the Part so sold from any Incumbrance or Charge, 

or to relinquish their Claim on such Money in respect thereof, 
without impairing or affecting such Incumbrance or Charge as to the 
remaining Part of the Land or Lease originally charged. 25 

IX. Where there shall be separate Applications to the Court for 
Sales of any Estate, or of Two or more Leases in the same Laud, 
or there shall be such Applications for Sales of different undivided 
Shares of any Land or Lease, it shall be lawful for the Court, where 

it shall see fit so to do, to include, with the Consent of the Persons 30 
by whom such respective Applications may be made or prosecuted, 
and of any other Persons whose Consent the Court may under the 
Circumstances tbinlc fit to require, in the same Sale, upon such 
Terms as it may think fit, such Land and Lease, or such Leases, or 
such several undivided Shares as aforesaid, and where there shall be 35 
separate Applications for Sales of any Land, and of any Lease in 
other Land or of different Lands, or Leases in different Lands, it shall 
be lawful for the Court, where, from the Lands being intermixed, or 
froTn other Circumstances, it shall appear convenient so to do, to 
include, with, such Consent as aforesaid, such Land, and Lease of 40 
Land, and Leases, in the same Sale, upon such, Terms as it may think 
fit; and where any Land or Lease, or Part thereof, is proposed or 
ordered to be sold, it shall be lawful for the Court, upon the Ap- 
plication 
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plication of the Owner of any Lease or Underlease, or Estate or Lease, 
in reversion, or other Estate or Interest whatsoever in the same 

’ subject to 

Land, (and although such Lease, Underlease, Estate in reversion, Incumbrance 
or other Estate or Interest be not subject to any Incumbrance,) or 
5 upon the Application of any Incumbraiicei- or other Person entitled Sale, 
to have a Sale of such Lease, Underlease, Estate, or Interest, to 
include the same, upon such Terms as it may think fit, in the .Sale 
of the Land or Lease, or Part thereof, so proposed or ordered to be 
sold as aforesaid ; and all the Provisions of this Act applicable to 
10 any Estate in Land ordered to be sold, and to any Incumbrance 
thereon, and to the Conveyance or xA.ssignment thereof, shall, so far 
as Circumstances admit, extend and be applicable to every such 
Lease, Underlease, Estate in reversion, or other Estate or Interest 
to be so included in the Sale ; and in every such Case as aforesaid the 
15 Court shall apportion the Purchase Money and Expenses as it may 
see fit. 



X. If any Laud or Lease to be sold under this Act shall be subject ifLand sold 
to a Lease or Underlease for Years or Lives comprising other Land ^Leasf com- 
at an entire Rent, it shall he lawful for the Court to apportion the prising other 
20 Rent between the Land to be sold and the Remainder of the Land J^^of'^LeLc 
subject to such Rent ; and where it is intended to sell under this Act bo sold 
a Part only of any Lease, it shall be lawful for the Court, where ap^p^tjon'lhc 
it shall think fit, and, having regard to the Rights and Interest of Rents, 
the Owner of the Reversion, it shall appear just so to do, to appor- 
25 tion the Rent reserved by such Lease between the Laud to be sold 
and the Remainder of the Land ; and the Court shall direct Notices 
of any such intended Apportionment as aforesaid to be given to 
such Persons and in such Manner as it shall think fit, and shall 
hear such Parties as shall apply iu relation thereto; and after such 
30 Apportionment, and after the Sale shall be completed, the Owners of 
the Reversion in the respective Lands shall have the like Remedies 
for the apportioned Rents against the Lands out of which the same 
shall be payable, and the Owners and Occupiers thereof respec- 
tively, as were subsisting for the entire Rent before such Apportion- 
35 ment; and all the Covenants, Conditions, and Agreements of every 
Lease or Underlease, except as to the Amount of Rent to be pai^ 
shall, as regards the apportioned Parts, remain in force in the same 
Manner as they would have done in case no such Apportionment had 
taken place. 



40 XL Where any Person who, if not under Disability, might have Provision 
made any Application, given any Consent, done any Act, or been 
Party to any Proceeding under this Act, shall be a Minor, Idiot, biiitv.

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Estate, and Husband of such Persons respectively may make such

or Lease, as it may think fit, and hearing such Parties interested in 15 
the respective Shares as may apply, and making or causing to be 
made such Inquiries as it may deem neces.sary ; and in a Mapr 
Plan to be annexed to such Order shall be shown the Part 
allotted in Severalty in respect of each of the undivided Shares

Every Convej-ance and Assignment respectively executed 5 
as required by this Act, and every Order for Partition or for 
Exchange, or for Division and Allotment, made by the Court, shall for 
all Purposes be conclusive Evidence that every Application, Proceed- 
ing, Consent, and Act whatsoever which ought to have been made, 
given, and done previously to the Execution of such Conveyance or 10 
Assignment or the making of such Order respectively has been 
made, given, and done by the Persons authorized to make, give, and 
do the same ; and no such Conveyance, Assignment, or Order shall be 
impeached by reason of any Informality therein. 

XIX. The Lord Chancellor, with the Assistance of the Master of 15 
the Rolls in Ireland, may and they are hereby required from Time 

to Time to make such General Orders as shall seem necessary or 
expedient for carrying the Purposes of this Act into effect, and for 
extending the Provisions hereof to all Causes and Matters now 
depending or hereafter to be depending in the said Court, and for 20 
regulating the Practice under the same, and may alter or annul such 
Orders from Time to Time, and make others in lieu thereof. 

XX. All General Orders made by the Lord ChanceHor, with such 
Assistance as aforesaid, shall, immediately after the making and 
issuing thereof, be laid before both Houses of Parliament, if Parliament 25 
he then sitting, or if Parliament be not then sitting within Fire 
Days after the next Meeting thereof : Provided always, that if either

been taken on foot of such Recognizance or not, it shall be lawful for 4Q 
the Court, on the Application of such Person, to make an Order

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directing the Party or Parties "who have acknowledged or signed such 
Recognizance, or the Heir or Representative of such Party or Parties, 
to pay the Sum thereby secured, or such lesser Sura as may have been 
ascertained to be due thereon, in such Manner as the Court shall direct, 
5 such Order to be conditional in the first instance, and to be served 
upon the said Party or Parties, or Heir or Representative thereof, in 
such Manner as the Court may direct or sanction, but afterwards to 
be made absolute, in case no sufficient Cause is shown to the Court 
within a Time to be limited by such Order for the Payment of the 
10 Sum specified therein; and in case of Noncompliance with such 
absolute Order the same may be enforced according to the Practice 
of the Court in such Cases usual. 

XXII. The Provisions of this Act shall extend and be applied to 
all Suits and Matters now pending or hereafter to be depending in 
15 the said Court, so fiir as the same shall admit of such Extension and 
xA.pplication. 

XXIII. In the Construction of this Act, except where the Context 
or other Provisions of the Act require a different Construction, the 
V/ord “ Land ” shall extend to Manors, Advowsons, Rectories, Mes- 
20 suages, Lands, Tenements, Rents, Rents Service, Rents Charge, and 
Hereditaments of any Tenure, whether subject to any Pee-farm or

or Right of Renewal ; and the Word “Lease shall include an 
Agreement for a Lease and the Estate or Interest created or agreed 
to be created by such Lease or Agreement ; and tbe W ord “ Incum- 
30 brance ” shall mean any Legal or Equitable Mortgage in Fee or for 
any. less Estate, and also any Money secured by a Trust, or by 
Judgment, Decree, or Order of any Superior Court ot Law or 
Equity, duly registered, and also any Legacy, Portion, Lien, or other 
Charge whereby a gross Sum of Money is secured to be paid on an 
35 Event or at a Time certain, and also any annual or periodical 
Charge which by the Instrument creating the same or by any other 
Instrument is made repurchasable on Payment of a gross Sum of 
Money, and also any Arrear remaining unpaid of any annual or 
periodical Charge for Payment of which Arrear a Sale of any Land 
40 charged therewith might he decreed ; and the Whird “ Incumbrancer 
shall mean any Person entitled to such Incumbrance, or entitled to 
require the Payment or Discharge thereof; and the Word “Posses- 
sion ” shall include the Receipt of the Rents and Profits.
